The maintenance of your Southern 
water powers is not less important than 
the prevention of floods, because if they 
they are injured your manufacturing in- 
terests will suffer with them. 

“I do not believe in Government own- 
ership of anything which can with pro- 
priety be left in private hands, and, in 
particular, I should most strenuously 
object to Government ownership of rall- 
roads. But I believe with equal firm- 
ness that it is out.of the question for 
the Government not to exercise a su- 
pervisory and regulatory right over the 
railroads; for it is vital to the well- 
being of the public that they should be 
managed in a spirit of fairness and 
justice toward all the public.

Still they muSt be answered and 
the answer is cottons for winter cloth- 
ing for the average American family, 
men, women and children. 


What they will wear this winter is 
cottons. They will have a little shoddy 
thrown in by way of luxuriousness, but 
these figures mean cottons with the 
thermometer from 32 degrees above zero 
to 56 degrees below. 


In response to the imperative demand 
for “‘something to wear’ that will actu- 
ally go into the average income, the 
period of greatest prosperity has 
brought improved cotton which im- 
itates woolens s0 skillfully that 
the father of a family dressed 
in a full suit which cost $4.50 without a 
strand of wool in it, looks warmly clad 
as he faces the winter, though as a mat-

cheap restaurant or worse at a salary 
of $i per week. 

Out of the pay in two weeks, the wail 
gocs on, the employment shark got $7, 
made in two payments, in addition to 
the registration fee, In the majority 
of cases the employment agency jobs 
never turned up ajyid relief came only 
when the applicant got in touch with 
the employer with the newspaper a5 
middlemen. 

A young man out of work a few 
months last winter spent all his money 
and all he could borrow, with his clothes 
as securfty, on employment agencies 
before he realized that the newspaper 
was the most valuable medium. Every 
,isit to the employment offices gave 
him only bitter disappointment. With 
his remaining few borrowed pennies he 
took a chance on the newspapers. His 
advertisement was answered by 4 big 
firm in the First National Bank builld- 
ing. He called and got the job, one 
worth looking for. As he was leaving 
the office his new employer called him 
back. 

‘There's one question I forgot to ask 
you,” he said. ‘“‘Were you sent here by 
an employment agency or did you ad- 
vertise and get a reply fram us?” 

“T advertised and you wrote me to 
call,” replied the newly employ >. 

‘Very well, you can start to work to 
morrow. We don’t patronize employ- 
ment agencies, nor give positions to men 
who do.”
